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Tar Aqueduct Court of Inquiry has adjourned 
over the holidays, to reassemble January 8 and 
complete the business before it. 





THE New York Times of Doc. 9 devotes nearly a 
column to ‘‘Uncle Sam’s Deserters,” and has acrack 
at that old chestnut, ‘‘ the cause of desertion,” but 
presents no new ideas. As General Merritt says in 
a recent report: ‘‘ It is now certain that but a small 
per cent. of those who desert have any good reason 
for the crime so far as the Service is concerned. One 
class of deserters leave the Service because of 
viciousness and another for light reasons, resulting, 
during the first year, from discontent and, perhaps, 
homesickness.” 








Untess there should be some delay in the con- 
firmation of the six staff appointments now pend- 
ing before the Senate Military Committee, the 
eleven non-commissioned officers, holding certifi- 
cates as candidates for promotion, will in all prob- 
ability be nominated to the Senate immediately 
after the holidays. There are already nine places 
at their disposal, and with one other in the cavalry 
arm, to occur on Jan. 1, and a possible vacancy in 
the artillery arm, by the wholly retirement or resig- 
nation of Oaptain Mount, there will be just enough 
vacancivs on the first of the year to provide for all 
the successful candidates. 





- Tag bill introduced by Senator Dolph, of Oregon, 
toamend the present retirement law for enlisted 
men by making the limit twenty-five years instead 
of thirty, and retiring enlisted men if found dis- 
abled after twenty years’ service, seems to give gen- 
eral satisfaction to the line of the Army. What 
success may attend the measure cannot, of course, 
bestated at the present time. The limit isa rea- 
ronable one, for if a soldier does active duty steadily 
for twenty-five years he has assuredly earned his 
place on the retired list. If we remember aright, 
when this matter was discussed some time ago we 
expressed our satisfaction with the law as it now 
stands and said ‘‘let well enough alone,” not that 
we then disfavored, nor do we now object to, the 
twenty-five-year limit, but we have a fear that too 
much tinkering with an enactment, which cannot 
be called illiberal, may result in more harm than 
good. 


Major GENERAL SCHOFIELD, whose energetic 
handling of heavy artillery practice matters, while 
in command of the Division of the Atlantic, has 
been productive of good results, has extended the 
regulations adopted for the instruction of his late 
command, to the whole Army, as will be seen by his 
General Orders No. 108, which we publish this week. 
The order is a thorough one, and will do much to 
give us a body of well trained artillerists. The lack 
of proper mieans and appliances at so many, if in- 
deed not at all,of our sea coast forts is of course a se- 
rious drawback, but we are hopeful that ere long 
these may be provided, so that important orders 
conceived with care, and professional skill, may not 
become ineffective for want of the wherewithal 
to carry them out. The addition of an inspector of 
artillery target practice to the staff of the Divisions 
of the Atlantic and Pacific is of course necessary to 
the execution of Maj. Gen. Schofield’s desire that 
thorough, uniform and systematic instruction in 








thie mest important branch be ensured. 
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A miLiraRy correspondent, says the London 
Army and Navy Gazette, whose opinion is entitled 
to weight, writes that he is ‘‘ by no means satisfied 
tue year so near its close will end without out- 
burst, and that the causes of it may be found at 
work now in Servia, Roumania and Bulgaria. I do 
not mean to say that any of the Great Powers 
would be willing to begin operations on an extensive 
scale in midwinter; but there are examples of cam- 
paigns being undertaken when the year was far ad- 
vanced, and, in fact, there would be decided ad- 
vantages gained in certain very well indicated re- 
gions by the facilities which hard ground and frozen 
rivers would offer to cavalry and horse artillery ina 
rapid advance on the cantonments and communica- 
tions of an enemy, which would play the deuce with 
a mobilization. Austrians, Germans and Russians 
are well aware of this, and are on the gui vive; and 
the first shot will set in motion all the millions who 
are now resting on their arms.” 








It is to be hoped that if Congress does nothing 
else for the Army at this session, it will finally pass 
the bill, giving promotion after 20 years’ service. 
We find that there is some disposition to object 
to this measure, on the ground that there are officers 
who do not come within its provisions, and who 
are equally entitled to favor. That may be an 
argument for doing something more, but it is no 
argument against doing this much. Our policy is 
always to favor apy measure that promises to benefit 
a given class, even if it does not benefit all. If each 
class is benefited in turn, all will be benefited in the 
end. We have no sympathy with the spirit which 
opposes, for no better reason than because the critic 
does not happen to fall within the designation of 
the particular class profited. It is this spirit which 
is responsible in a large measure for the failure of 
Congress to do more for the Army. ‘We never 
knowingly lend ourselves to any such opposition. 
Even the Angel Gabriel, calling in counsel the 
courts of Heaven, would find it impossible to de- 
vise a scheme which would satisfy all; for it is be- 
yond even his ability to dispossess the hearts of 
men of envy, malice, aud all uncharitableness. We 
do not, of course, mean to suggest that these are 
involved in the opposition to this particular bill, 
but only that they do have too large a part in de- 
termining some service judgments on particular 
measures. 


THE Galena and Yantic started this week on their 
winter cruise to the West Indies, sailing direct for 
Port au Prince, Hayti. Their movements have 
been a source of endless profit to the ‘space 
writers” of the daily press, who have, for a week 
past, been reeling off unnumbered yards of galley 
yarns for the benefit of their readers. The facts, as 
we understand them, are that Capt. Ramsay, of the 
Boston, brought back from Hayti an agreement to 
refer the question of the condemnation of the Hay- 
tian Republic to our Government, which has decided 
against the right of the Haytians to seize this ves- 
sel. This being the fact, she will be sent back. As 
she lies off shore, or did at last accounts, it would 
only require a few boats’ crews to take possession of 
her, if it were found necessary to do so. According 
to some of the writers in the dailies, the chief anx- 
iety Admiral Luce has had in the matter has been to 
get his ‘‘store clothes” in season to take them with 
them.

AND VOLUNTEER 
FORCES. 


THE Real Estate Record, which represents the 
most conservative class of property owners, is evi- 
dently not afraid of public expenditure upon a 
hberal scale for legitimate purposes. It Bays: 
“* Secretary of the Navy Whitney will go out of 
office with more credit than any other member of 
President Cleveland’s Cabinet. We never thought 
he did right in deliberately ruining John Roach; 
but he certainly has given us the nucleus of an ex- 
cellent Navy. What a pity our traditional methods 
of Oabinet making do not admit of the retention of 
so admirable a Secretary of the Navy as Mr. Whit- 
ney has proved to be. He ought to be kept in office 
until his work is done. The Record next shows 
that it was the department that spent money and 
did something, and not the departments which 
merely saved expenses which gave the admivistra- 
tion éclat. If, it adds, ‘‘the country should get into 
trouble we have some good ships to take cur part, 
and these must be credited to Secretary Whitney. 
Robert T. Lincoln saw fit to discredit every River 
and Harbor bill which came before him when he 
was Secretary of War. He gave texts for the 
howlers against any expenditures for public im- 
provements, and his reward is, probably, perpetual 
banishment from public life. Samuel J. Randall, 
when the Democrats got possession of the House of 
Representatives, during the hard times, so manipu- 
lated the appropriations in the direction of economy 
as to throw thousands of people out of employment 
right and left. This lost the Presidency to the 
Democratic party in 1880. The Oleveland adminis- 
tration would not spend the surplus beyond giving 
bonuses to the wealthy owners of the national debt, 
and it had its reward on the 6th of November last. 
Had the Democratic policy been to spend the sur- 
plus in useful public improvements, as recom- 
mended this time last year by the Record and 
Guide, Grover Oleveland would have been re- 
elected, and not defeated.

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SEOENT DEATHS. 
Ruat Apmreay Wittiam Enear Lz Rory, U.8. N., 
“a distinguished naval! officer on the retired list, died 
Deo, 10, in the Tist vear of bis age, at the Victoria 
Hotel, New York City. He bad been unconscious 
ever since the morning of Dec. 8, when he received 
his second paralytic stroke within a couple of 
weeks. His wife, bis son, Major Henry W. Le Roy, 
and bia wife; Mr. and Mrs. George W. Thacher, Mrs. 
Russell Murray, Dr. Henry D. Nicoll, and Dr. 
Houghton, of the Church of ihe Transfiguration, 
were about his bedside when be expired. He was 
twice warried, bis first wife being Misa Mary 
‘Elizabeth Nicoll, daughter of H. Wyckoff, and bis 
second Mrs, Mary Bertram Stump, whom he mar- 
ried iu November, 1881. Admiral Le Roy was born 
in New York City, Murch 24,1818. When 14 years 
of age be was appointed midshipman, anc attached 
to the frigate Delaware, of the’ Mediterranean 
squadron. He received bis commission as lheutenant 
July 18, 1848, and served ashort time in Mediter- 
ranean waters on Commodore Isaac Hull's flagship, 
the Ohio, subsequently being assigned to the steam- 
er Princeton, and taking part in the engagement 
with Mexican soldiers at Rio Aribiqua, in 1847. He 
was promoted commander July 1, 1861, and during 
the War of the Rebellion was present io 1862 on his 
vessel, the Keystone State, at the capture of Fervan 
dina, Fla.,und a year laterat the engagement of 
jronclads off Charleston. S. ©. In tbs conflict, the 
Keystone State, with ber boilers perforated by Con- 
féederate capnon balisand having lost 24 men, hauled 
Gown ber colors, but asthe enemy still continued 
firing, Commander Le Roy hoisted the flag again 
and resumed the fight witb the only gun left bim 
until other versels of the fleet went to his aid. In 
1864, when in command of the Ossipee, he fought 
ip the battle of Mobile Bay, and bad the satisfac- 
tion, after a hard fight, of receiving the surrender 
of the Confederate ram Tennessee. He was vom- 
mivsioned captain July 25, 1866, and was madea 
commodore four years later. [a 1872 be was ap- 
pointed senior officer of the Board of Examiners, 
and was promoted arear admiral April 5, 1874, and 
detailed to the command of the South Atlantic 
‘station. When the Virginius trouble with Cuba 
arose he wus appointed to the command of the 
North Atlantic squadron, but, the matter being 
amicably settled, the expedition was abandoned. 
Op March 24, 1880, Admiral Le Roy was placed on 
the retired list, and since that time has resided for 
tbe most part in New York. 

The fuveral services took place on Thursday, Dec. 
18, at the Church of the Transfiguration, and were 
very impressive. The remains were then taken to 
Tarrytown for interment. The deceased officer was 
noted for his graceful bearing and courtly manners, 
which gained bim the sobriquet of the Chesterfield 
of the Navy; and no worthier officer ever wore the 
uniform of his country. 

CuaPLain ALPHA WRIcHT, U.S. Army, retired, 
who died at Pilattsmoutb, Neb., Nov. 30, in his 76th 
year, served during the war as chaplain of Volun- 
teers, and in 1865 was appointed to the Reeular 
Army. Heserved with much zeal and efficiency at 
Forts D. A. Russell, Laramie, etc., and Oci. 8, 1879, 
was retired at bis own request, being over 62 years 
ofage. He then settled at Platismouth and united 
with the Presbyterian Church, and since November, 
1879, bad charge of the Presbyterian Church at 
Bellevue for several years, until forced to retire on 
account of rapidly relaxing strength and vigor.

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THE ARMY REPORTS. 


Tus has been a quiet year in the Army, and the 
annual reports from Divisions and Departments 
contain little of special interest. Recommendations, 
excellent in themselves, but to which Congress has 
turned a deaf ear, are renewed and some new ones 


added. 
IMPROVEMENT OF ARMY POSTS. 


Maj.-Gen. Howard, 1n bis report as commander of 
the Division of the Pacific, states that time has 
sbown the wisdom of the chauge of Division Head- 

uarters to San Francisco and of the Leadquarters 

Jepartment of Arizonato Los Angeles. Bceonomy 
bas been effected and other interests of the Service 
subserved. Attention is again called tothe neces- 
sity foe preston: our coast defences in proper condi- 
tion, and the belief is expressed that the indifference 
on this subject among the people is giving way. He 
renews bis recommendation that Forts Klamath, 
Verde and Selden be abandoned, but does not ap- 

rove of General Gibbons recommendation tbat 

‘ort Townsend also should be abolished. He urges 
the building of a new post at San Diego, California, 
and large aud permanent posts upon the Mexican 
froatier. 

Geteral Stanley, commanding the Department of 
Texas, devotes his report priocipally to the same 
subject of the defence of the Mexican frontier. He 
thinks Fort Brown will be an Army station for 
meny years to come. Fort Concho could be dis- 
— with. Fort Davis is out of place and should 

abandoned for a three company cavalry post, to 
be placed near the Southern Pacific R. &., prefer- 
ably at Pena Colorado. Del Riois another position 
recommended. The old site of Fort Duncan should 
be purchased and put in repair, and at Eagle Pasa 
there will always be a call fortroops. Gen. Stanley 
says: 

If these recommendations be adopted, we would then have 
& systematic arrangement of tsin Texas, commencing at 
Fort Brown aod endiagg at El . We would have a series 
of eight posts,as nearly one bundred miles apart as can 
he arranged, the largsst break being between Del Rio and 
Pena Colorado (two hundred miles) which intervening 
space is well protected by the great canon of the Rio 
Grande. These posts, with San Avtonio and Fort Ciark for 
reserve forces, would give this long frontier a symmetrical 
and systematic arrangement of posts and would effectually 
guard the frontier. 

Tbe post of San Antonic 1s so far advanced that 1t 
can be spoken of as oneof the most beautiful posts 
in the U nited States. 

Gen. Gibbon recommends the abandonment of 
Forts Townsend and Klamath, calls attention to 
the nevessity for fortifying Puget Svund,and asks 
appropriations for two sets of quarters for staff offi- 
cere at Vancouver Burracks. Gens. Miles and 
Brooke also cull attention to the deficiency of quar- 
tere in their departments. Forts Niobrara, Robio 
son, Russell and Du Chesne are still incomplete, the 
quarters at the last named post being of the most 
temporary aud ivadequate coaracter. At Fort 
Omaha, even though the new post should be com- 
pleted within two years, considerable repaira are 
now needed to make many of the officers’ quarters 
and some of the company quarters habitable during 
the coming winter. Forts Robinson and Niobrara 
are of great importanceas military posts, and their 
garrisons should be largely increased. 

Gen, Merritt states that there is urgent need of re- 
pairs and improvements of all posts in the Dept. of 
the Missouri, with the exception of Fort Sheridan 
and the fort near Denver, Col., which are in course 
of erection, and Fort Riley now being rebuilt. An 
improvement in sewerage and water supply < stems 
is imperative. A great necessity existe for drill sheds 
for both cavalry and infantry at the prominent 
posts in the departmeut to be ntilized durine the 
winter und iu inclement weather. These sheds are 
also suggested to be used as gymnasiums and work- 
shops, where officers and men may engage in con- 
genial pursuits at times when outof door occupa- 
tions are impossible. 
INSTRUCTION OF THE TROOPS. 

Gen. Crook expresses the opinion that the practice 
marches and camps of instruction, which have been 
inaugurated in severa! of the departments, will be- 
come rot only valuable but a very necessary part 
of instruction of our troops,and he urgently rec- 
ommen¢s that provision be made for carrying them 
out on a more extensive scale. 
Gen. Miles quotes his G. 0. 24 of Aug. 20 1887, and 
the official reporis of the results obtained, to show 
that his troops bave been put in the fleld and prac- 
——— thoroughly instructed, especial atten- 
tion being given to marchiog, manceuvres, tele- 
graph sigpaling, etc. The changing of stations have, 
Gen. Ruger reports, made it impracticable to assem 
ble any considerable force for field exerciees in the 
Dept. of Dakota. 
ev. Howard thinks that more attention should 
be given to target practice, to estimating distances 
aod to practice with the pistol by the cavalry arm. 
Gen. Crook gues into the subject more at length, and 
makes some excellent suggestions as to the conduct 
of rifle practice in the future. He believes that ex- 
ercisss combining both mancuvres and firing at 

roperly placed figure targets, at absolutely up- 
ae ae distances, ure essential to complete the edu- 
eatioa of officers and men fand he earnestly recom- 
mends that uctionin that direction betaken. It is 
further stated that proficiency in the use of the in- 
fantry weapon by otber arms been attained 


at a sacrifice to some extent of a proper de- 
gree of skill in the use of their own sve- 
cial and distinctive weapons and the general use 


made of the rifle and carbine is th ore depre- 
cated. He urges theestablishment at Fort Sheridan 
of « riflerange which shall be a model in every re- 
spect. 


CONDITION OF THE INDIANS. 


Gen. Howard recommends the removal from Ariz- 
ona of the Indians located near San Carlos and re- 
commends that something be done for the wretched, 
allapai Indians. Gen. Miles reports

that with the exception of the slight disturbance at 
San Carlos 


the Indians have been quiet, but there 
are threatening symptoms at the White Mountain 
Reservation. He protesis in the most forcible and 


indignant ,terms against the gross in oe done 
pos Indians at the bidding of white s 
resting different tribes of Indians 
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their 
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bis judgment, a most serious mistake. He accom- 

jes his statement with a letter from Capt. John 

ie Dale, 24th Inf., Act. Indian Agent, to the same 
ect. 

Gen. Miles recommends that Fort Wingate be In- 
larged to accommodate a regiment of cavalry, the 
presence of the powerful tribe of Navajoes wel] 
equipped for war making such precautions neces- 
sary. Gen. Ruger gives an interesting account of 
the difficulty with the Crows, which wasso promptly 
settled by bis judicious activn. He thinks that the 
punishment given these Indians bas had a very salu. 
tary effect and that none of them are likely to be 
again Jed int» compromising action. The forbear. 
ance shown impressed the Indians who said they 
would ever “ be the friends of the soldiers who had 
spared them when they might have killed them all,” 

Brig.-Gen. Ruger reports that there has been a 
marked improvement in the conduct of the Indians 
along the Nortbern Boundary, which is likely to 
continue. He gives an account of the disturbance 
among the Crows which he so promptly suppressed, 
This is followed with asummary of events during 
the year. The general condition as to discipline 
and military instruction in the Department for the 
past awd is satisfactory, though the changes of sta- 
tion have interfered with field exercises. Deser- 
tions bave increased owing to special causes at a 
few posts. The causes of desertion in general are 
discussed very sensibly. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Gen. Gibbon calls attention to the great want of 
revised regulations and to the absence of any regu- 
lation requiring commissioned officers on duty with 
troops to wear the prescribed uniform. 

Abd earnest appeal is made for a material increase 
in the pay of non-commissioned officers and for a 
liberal appropnmiation for improvements in officers’ 
quarters. 

The recommendation of last year concerning the 
adoption of a twelve company regimental organiza- 
tien for infantry is again renewed, and the convic- 
tion expressed of the advisability of concentrating 
troops in regimental garrisons. 

Gen. Miles also renews his recommendation of last 
ear for the three battalion organizations for the 
nfaotry regiments, believing that it will add to tne 

efficiency of the Service, and should not be unueces- 
sarily delayed. 

Gen. Merritt thinks the graduates of the Military 
Academy should be sent to the Infantry and Cavalry 
School or to the Artillery Schooi for a post graduate 
course. There they would comein coutact witha 
selected class of officers who would establish them 
in good habits. He recommends that examination 
for promotion be held in all arms of the Service. 
“lt i» the ignorant, who, through idleness aod lack 
of ambition, neglect professional studies who would 
be reacbed by such 4 law, and po one will contend 
that the Army should be made a permauent place of 
refuge for these.” 

The subject of desertion occupies considerable 
spacein the several reports, various suggestions as 
to aremedy being given by different offivers. Gen. 
Merritt believes in marking men as an evidence of 
their belonging tothe Army and as a precaution 
agaipst desertion. 

In General Gibbon‘s report, under the heading of 
** Courts Martial,’’ he says: 

The Court-martial service in the Department continues to 
work satisfactorily, Lut the restrictions placed upon the de- 
tatis by superior authority iaterfere somewhat with the pro- 
per organization of the courts where it is desirable to avoid 
courts of justice degenerating into mere forms. To these 
restrictions I bave not in all cases n able to conform, the 
facts not justifying the statement tbat a full court could not 

convened without manifest injury to the Service. Re- 
stricting the details of Genera! Courts to the officers serving 
at one post so long as the number there are sufficient for the 
minimum number (5), is not in conformity to the law on 
the subject, nor is it conducive to justice or discipline. It 
does make some reduction of money expended in mileage, 
but such economy should be exercised in every other de- 
rtment but that of justice, and I venture to express the 
ope that the restrictions placed on the details of Gereral 
Courts-martia! will be removed. In this connection I invite 
attention to the fact that the expenditures for mileage ia 
this Departm: nt has for the past fiscal year been reduced by 
More than $2,200 below what it was the preceding year. 

The portion of Gen. Gibbon’s report relating to 
his differences with the President and the Secretary

ARTILLERY TARGET PRACTICE. 


G. O. No. 108, H. Q. A. Dec. 7, 1888. 
With the approval of the Secretary of War, and to insure 
the thorough and uniform execution of so much of Article 
XXXVIII, Army Regulations, as refers to artillery target 
— the following instractiors will be carried into effect 
y the artillery troops of the Army : 
—DIVISION INSPECTOR OF ARTILLERY TARGET PRACTIOB. 


1. The commanding genera! of each division witbin which 
are the headquarters of one or more ments of artiilery 
will designate, with the approval of the Mejor General 
Commanding Army,a competent officer of artillery to 
be attached to the division staff, and who shali act as the di- 
vision inspector of artillery ta’ practice. uri the 
continuance of the target practice season ateach pust he 
will make such inspections as the division commander may 
direct, for the purpose of insuring thorough, uniform aod 
systematic instruction in this most important branch of the 
artillerist's duties. 

2. The commanding officer of each battery or artillery, 
withio 20 days after the termination of the annual target 
practice, will forward to the division inspector of artillery 
target practice complete reports and plottings of the firing, 
together with the original data from which they are com- 
piled. records will be compared and, if necessary, re- 
lotted by the division inspector, which will furotsb the data 

or computing the figures of merit to be announced in divis- 
ion orders, The original data will then be returned for file 


with the post records. 

3. Lopice of tbe reports and corrected plottings will be for 
warded by the division commander as soon as practicable to 
the Headquarters of the Army. 

IL.— PRELIMINARY WORK. 

(Under this heed directions are given for direct, curved. 
and vertical firing, range and position firing,and practice at 
stationary and moving targets, establishing and plotting 
base lines for tracking and lovating vesrels, and preparing 
tables showing tbe directions of distance from each gun.) 

7. The commanders of the artillery posts referred to in 
this order which are not provided with angle-measuring 
plane tabies, and who have not already done 8, will pre- 
pare and forward urdpavce requisitions for them without 
delay. These requisitions will also embrace the other arti- 
cles enumerated in Appendix A, page 131, Report of tie 
Chief of Ordnance, 1884. 

Ifl.—PRELIMINARY INSTRUCTION, 

1. While the foregoing arrangements are beinw made, sys- 
tematic and careful instruction will be commenced ia cal- 
culating tables of ranges, in judging distanc> Grill, and iv 
determining the distances to all buoysand other objects 
within range of the battenes. 

2. Great care will be taken in teaching non-commissioned 
officers and such privates as may be able to learn, the prin- 
ciples of graduating siebte, pointiog guos and mortars, and 
the causes which affect the flight of the projectile, espe- 
pa = those due to imp:oper loading, the rifling, and the 
w ° 


(A method for teaching the use of sights is deacribed at 
length.) 

3. The gun detachments will be practiced in traversing 
the guns, so that they will remuin accurately pointed on a 
paesing vessel,in estimating the time required at ber rate of 
speed to cross a single equare,and the necessary allowance 
to be made therefor io aiming. 

IV.—TARGET PRACTICE.—TARGET PRACTICE SEASON. 

1. The target practice season for each artillery post will 
be designated by the division commander. To this end the 
commanding officers of all artillery p mney who have not 
already done so, will report without delay to their respec 
tive division beadquerters in what months the practice at 
their posts cin best be bad, having special reterence to the

A NAVAL MILITIA. 


lw reply to the request of the Committee of the 
Board of Trade and nsportation having charge 
of the work of drafting a bill to present to the New 
York coon pay the organization of a 
naval reserve, jor-General Schofie!d, in command 
of the Army, has expressed his views at leagth upon 
this important subject. 

In a letter addressed to Aaron Vanderbilt, chair 
man of the > and formerly an officer of 
the Navy upon thes ef Admiral Porter, General 


Schofield says: 


There is reason to hope that within a few years all of 
our important seaports will be defended by the most im- 
roved modern ordaance. When the new guns are in posi- 
m the barbor of New York alone will require tor the 
service of its gunsin war 18.895 artillerymen, and it 
8 estimated that for tue detence of all our seaports against 
@ foreign enemy at least eighty five thousand artillery 
troops would be necessary. These men to be efficient must 
be familiar with the management of complicated mecban 
iem and apparatus—steam machinery, electrical plants, etc. 
—— — therefore be carefully selected and subjected to 
ry ning. 

To meet the enormous demand resulting trom a foreign 
war we now have under arms a tota! artillery force of about 
uired tor the defence of New York 
harbor alone. To meet the deficiency we can only hope by 
the judicious training of a portion of the militia of seaboard 
States to bave a sufficient number to draw upon. To accom 
plish this in even a smal! dex ree will require all the energies 
of our artillery officers for a long time to come. 

But tbe problem which our Government will have to meet 
is not so serious with its lund as with its sea forces. One 
factor is the samein both cases. The modern seaman as 
well as the modern acidier muet be ——— trained in al. 
the detuils of a most complicate! mechanism, upon the 

roper use of which the defence of his country may depend. 
Bue there is this great difference—the Army at least a 
t, even if uninstructed force, upon which tbe militia 

jaws of the various States, made in accordance with the en- 
rolment jaws of the General Government, enable it to draw. 

The importance of extending the application of the enroi- 
ment laws, by which a certain quote of men in each of our 
tes can be set apart for the service of the fleets 
and of training them in time of peace, cannot be too 
. At this moment were the Govern- 
ment to become suddenly in possession of a respectable fleet 
of modern ironclads it would be impossible to fit them out 
for war service at sea. There may be plenty of seamen, but 
of trvined men-of. warsmen there are very few. ‘1o remedy 
this defect I understand to be the object of the proposed 
Federal la enrolling a national naval reserve.

7 ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The following is the reportof Lieut. Austin M. 
Knight, in charge of the Proving Ground at Annap- 
olis, Md., of the teat of the cast gun of Bessemer 
steel manufactured by the Pittsburg Steel Casting 
Company, and received from the Washington Gun 
Foundry. In preparation for the test a nydra-pneu- 
matic carriage, which had been in use several years 
ago in firing with the earliest 6-inch B. L. rifles, was 
adapted to this gun, and tested by firing a standard 
6 inch gun. The gun and carriage were mounted on 
a velocity platform. A shelter was constructed 
about the gun of heavy yellow pioe timbers 
12x12x20. Of these a double row was erected on each 
side of the gun, and two layers were placed over the 
top, completely euc!osing the gun, but leaving suffi- 
cient space on either side for working. The shelter 
was about 16{t. wide, by 8ft. bigh and 28ft. long. It 
was likewise strengthened by shores ani siruts. 
Otherwise all preparations were made fora rapid 
firing test, as in the case of the statutory tests, given 
to the 5, 6and 8-inch guns. The gun was, of course 
carefully star-gauged. There were present repre- 
sentatives of the Pittsburg Steel Casting Company, 
the president, superintendent, secretary and treas- 
urer. There was also present the Superintendent 
and many officers from the Naval Academy, and 
several representatives of the pr most of whom 
came atthe request of the manufacturers of the 

un. Before firing began, | was asked by Mr. 
fiainesworth if [ was willing to fire a preliminary 
round with reduced charge to heat the gun, as he 
attached much gg to the temperature of 
the metal. To this 1 replied that a preliminary 
round would be fired to insure the fitting of the gas 
check. He then asked further that an interval of 
15 minutes should be allowed to elapse between the 
round and the beginning of the test, in order that 
the heat might penetrate throughout the mass of 
the gun. To this I assented. In addition to the 
shelter above the gun already described, all possible 
precaution was taken to guard against dangers if 
the gun should fail, and everyone was required to 
take secure cover. The president and super- 
intendent of the Pittsburg Company were so 
placei that, while entirely secure they could 
watch the gun with a mirror. At 220 Pp. m. 
the first round was fired from the gun to fit 
the pad. The charge used was 36 lbs. of brown 
prismatic powder O. P., with a common shell of 100 
lbs. in weight. The record of the charge from pre- 
vious firing was [. V. 1,700 p. s., pressure 10.5 tons. 
The performance of the gun, ca’ e, breech mech- 
anism, etc., was, in all respects, normal. After the 
delay of 15 minutes, reauested by Mr. Hainesworth, 
the test was begun, it bemg proposed to fire 10 
rounds as rapidly as possible with charges of 484¢ lbs. 
of brown prismatic powder O. P. C. he revord of 
this powder shows for this charge an I. V. of 2,000 p. 
s., and a pressure of 15 tons. In the first round the 

un burst. Twenty large pieces. were recovered. 
The breech was torn off in an almost * ring, 6 
inches lopg, and blown to the rear a distance of 130 
feet. The breech plug rewained in this piece locked, 
and was unlocked and withdrawn exactly as usual, 
without 3 effort. The pressure gauges were not 
injured. ‘heir record are as follows: 32,690 Ibs. 
31.170 Ibs., 31,010 Ibs. av.—31,623—14.1. The muzzle and 
forward vbase of the gun in a single piece was 
thrown 10 feet to the front. A large fragment, 
weighing about 600 lbs., escaped from the shelter 
and fell 90 feet away. e shelter was destroyed, 
though it sufficed for its purpose, and the roof of 
the velocity battery was 3 1-2 y wrecked. The 
appearance of the fracture is in many cases very 
peculiar. Only two flaws have been detected, but 
there is a striking lack of uniformity in the granu- 
lation at different points. An attempt will be made 
to illustrate this clearly by photographs. The pro- 
jectile has not been found yet. It was at first thought 
to have entered the butt some 10 feet above the 
point aimed at, but this is found not to have been 
the case, and [am disposed to think that it passed 
either over or to the left of the butt and fell in the 
water. it may, however, be found in the butt.

A Lonpon correspondent of the New York Times, 
referring to the fact that French infantry and vav- 
alry officers gre to get more pay, a captain $720 if of 
the first class and $648 if of the second, says: ‘“ Who 
would not bea French captain? Badly paid as our 
officers are they at least get more than this; but 
then we bave more rapid promotion as well, so that 
upon the whole, except in war time, British officers 
have much the best of it. But it cannot be denied 
that in both countries the system is bad which com- 
pels men to put their hands into the pockets of 
themselves or their relatives, which comes to the 
same thing, to pay for the performance of public 
duty. The only sound system is that of the United 
States, where officers get, if not high, at least suffi- 
cient pay, and where tlie only drawback appears to 
be delay in promotion.”

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TEST OF THE 6-IN. CAST BESSEMER STEELGUN, 


We must premise that we have no data at hand 
regarding this gun, and that therefore we confine 
our remarks to the most general reflections. In all 
the recent discussions concerning steel cast guns, 
open-hearth steel has been advocated as the mate- 
rial by all whe have written on the subject, and 
hollow casting has been generally favored. The 
wonderful performance of the Bofors guns is now 
known, and these were made of open-hearth steel. 
A Bessemer cast gun was therefore both a theoreti- 
cal and a'practical novelty. Under these circum- 
stances, what should have been the course of the 
trial? Evidently, an attempt should have been 
made to increase our knowledge of the behavior of 
Bessemer steel under strain of firing. In no in- 
stance in ordnance history has an absolutely new 

construction been at once submitted to the extreme 
test of its possible or desired maximum efficiency. 

Following precedent, this new gun should have 
been tested progressively, and its behavior under 
increasing strains should haye been watched and 
noted. Then, when the final round was fired, we 
should at least have had some knowledge for future 
effort. It is pertinent to ask if the first naval 6-in. 
built-ap gun was at once fired with a 100 lb. pro- 
jectile and a 48 ]b. charge. We know from the re- 
port of the Chief of Ordnance that the Army 8-in. 
built up gun, finished three years ago, has not yet 
been subjected to statutory trial, although it has a 
record already of over 200 rounds. After a few 
rounds a defect in construction became evident, the 
gun was returned to the foundry, and chase banded, 
and th@extreme test has even yet not been had, 
because no suitable powder has been obtained. 

What steps were taken to ascertain what would 
be a ‘‘ suitable ” powder for the Bessemer gun? 

Another point must be remembered. The An- 
napolis test covered not only a Bessemer gun but a 
Freueh breech apparatus, and there is a most de- 
cided vatiance of expert opinion regarding the effi- 
ciency of the interrupted screw breech-block. 

In our issue of Dec. 17, 1887, we gave an account 
of the failure of the De Bange gun (14 inch) during 
trial, and yet we have heard no official claim that 
for this reason we should cease in our endeavor to 
produce large built-up guns on this system. Re- 
putable civilian and military experts believe in the 
feasibility of casting steel guns. Not one of them 
is on record as favoring any given method of closing 
the breech. It seems to us that the first question to be 
decided is: Can a tube be cast strong enough to with- 
stand the usual strains of fired gunpowder? This 
question should be decided on its merits, with- 
out burdening it with an ‘‘old man of the sea” in 
the shape of a French, or any other, method, of 
closing the breech. 

The gun was a ‘‘ workhouse brat,” and was, with- 
out preparatory steps, at once forcibly subjected to 
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the trying ordeal to which the ‘children of the 
house” had, in a measure, become accustomed by 
oareful, loving nurture. 

We recall Charles Sumner’s apt remark in the 
French arms iuvestigation discussion: ‘A child 
should be nursed only by one who loves it.” All 
love is far-seeing; military duty is near-sighted. 








THE CAVALRY IN LUCK. 

Tux President on Monday relieved the anxiety of 
those who were interested in the question of the staff 
appointments by sending to the Senate his nomina- 
tions for the five vacant positions. The cavalry 
gets the lion’s share, securing three out of the five. 
The vacancy in the Inspector-General’s Department, 
caused by the death of Major Farnsworth, goes to 
Captain Peter D. Vroom, 8d U.8. Cavalry, who 
served with distinction during the War as an officer 
of New Jersey troops, and was appointed to the 
Regular Army (the 3d Cavalry) in 1866. He is a 
son of the late ex-Governor Vroom, of New Jersey. 

The two vacancies in the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department go to Captain Edward Hunter, ist 
Cavalry, and Captain G. B. Davis, 5th Cavalry. 
Captain Hunter was graduated from West Point in 
1865, served in the infantry until 1870, and was 
then transferred to the cavalry. He is an officer of 
experience and ability and has been a student of 
law for some years, and is at present on duty in 
Washington as a member of the Board settling the 
War claims of the Territories. Chief Justice Fuller 
was among his many advocates. Captain Davis, of 
the 5th Cavalry, saw service during the War with 
the Massachusetts Volunteers, entered West Point 
im 1867, was graduated in 1871 and promoted to the 
5th Cavalry. He is a young captain of exceptional 
ability and will be an acquisition to the law branch 
of the Army for he has high legal qualifications. 
The vacancy in the Quartermaster’s Department 
falls to 1st Lieutenant Robert Craig, 4th U. 8S. Ar- 
tillery, a graduate of West Point (1866) and a ist 
lieutenant since 1867. He is amply qualified for his 
new position, having been for several years con 
nected with Q. M. matters in the Signal Bureau. 
He is third on the lineal lieutenant list of the artil- 
lery, The vacancy for a captain and Commissary 
of Subsistence is given to Captain D. M. Scott, ist 
U. 8. Infantry. Captain Scott has rendered gallant 
service in the past and is somewhat disabled for 
fnrther line service. Hence, doubtless his wish to 
join the staff even if no promotion goes along with 
it. Last on the list is 1st Lieutenant Charles Hay, 
28d U.S. Infantry, who goes to the Subsistence De- 
partoient. Lieutenant Hay served with efficiency 
during the War and joined the Regular Army as 2d 
lieutenant, 35th Infantry, January 22, 1867. He is 
the senior ist lieutenant of his regiment, an officer 
of merit and fully posted by long practical experi- 
ence in quartermaster and subsistence matters. 








Tux outlook for the early confirmation of the 
Army staff appointments sent to the Senate this 
week is not particularly encouraging, as opposition 
tosome of the appointments bas developed in the 
Senate Committee. To Capt. Scott it is objected 
that his appointment is contrary to the intent of 
the law which originally hmited the selection of 
commissaries of subsistence to lieutenants of the 
line the word “officer” being substituted for “lieuten- 
ant’’ by an error in the Revised Statutes. There is 
opposition to others, as is usually the case, but we 
have no doubt that all the nominations will be con- 
firmed before the close of the present session. The 
nomination of Chaplain Larkin has been confirmed. 








TuE Secretary of the Navy, in response to a reso- 
lution of inquiry of the House in regard to the ad- 
visability of establishing a National Military and 
Naval Museum in Washington, says that the collec- 
tions of the character proposed, showing the pro- 
gress of the U nited States in the science of offensive 
and defensive warfare, trophies of victories won 
over foreign enemies of the United States, and 
statues or portraits of distinguished officers who 
participated in such victories, would, in the opinion 
of the Department, be of great historical value, and 
constitute a permanent source of interesting and 
useful information for the public at large. Such 
collections would doubtless receive additions from 
the States and private parties, but they should find 
& permanent home in a building sufficient for 
future needs and of a style of architecture that will 
Make it an ornament to the national capital and 
with its contents a source of patriotic pridé to citi- 
zens all over the United States. 
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THE Commission appointed by the Secretary of 
the Navy to examine the coast of the Pacific, north 
of the 42d parallel or southern boundary of Oregon, 
in order to select asuitable site for a Navy-yard, 
consisting of Capt, A, T. Mahav, Comdr. C. M. Ches- 
ter, aud Lieut.-Comdr. C. H. Stockton, is charged 
by thelaw directing iis appointment to have due 
regard to the commercial and naval necessities of 
that coast. By the commercial necessities it is pre- 
sumed is meant the establishment of a naval sta- 
tion, sufficiently equipped, to be a point from which 
a naval force can base operations for the protection 
of our commerce and commercial interests in that 
portion of our territory. The naval necessities of 
that section would require a site upon a good harbor 
of adequate size and depth, well placed strategetic- 
ally, and placed well within the outer lines of de- 
fence and secure from water attack. As to the 
local requirements for such a site, it has been found 
by the Bureau of Yards and Docks that the follow- 
ing considerations should have great weight. The 
first consideration naturally would be as to the 
water front, which should be ample in extent, deep, 
with permanent shore line, and with currents not 
too rapid tointerfere with the proper handling of 
vessels. The location for such a purpose should be 
well placed with the communications by rail or 
water with the interior country and especially witb 
respect to the principal sources of supplies for stores 
and material, as well as centres of labor. Then, 
again, the character of the ground is important 
both for foundations for heavy structures and ma- 
chinery and for excavation of dry decks, etc. 
Finally, the climate should be both’ healtby and 
mild and the supply of fresh water ample and near 
at hand. Valuable data upon these and other points 
cap be obtained both from the Department of Forti- 
fications of the Chief of Engineers of the Army and 
from the Coast Survey Office. 








Tae San Francisco Report thinks Secretary Endi- 
cott slightly inconsistent in saying there is great 
need of coast defences, for, Mies Endicott, baving 
married the Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, it is safe to 
assume that the marriage of American girls tw Brit- 
ish diplomats will render coast defences totally un- 
necessary. The Report forgets, however, that the 
Pali Mall Gazette bas recently made bitter com- 
plaint of the interference of American girle with 
the home product, and hinted at measures to pre- 
vent further importations. Surely the Report would 
not have us submit tamely to that! 





Mason GENERAL ©. O. Howarp, U. 8. A., who 
arrived in New York this week to take command of 
the Division of the Atlantic, has been, of course, 
generously interviewed by the local reporters. The 
World of December 13 has an illustrated article 
giving the General's portrait, the headquarters’ 
building on Governor’s Island, etc. The gist of the 
matter seems to be that Major-General Howard is 
very well pleased with his new assignment, and he 
and bis family hope to spend afew pleasant years 
in and near New York City.

It is admitted on 
all bands that, in case of war, the Government 
would have to look to the several States, and more 
especially to the National Guard, for its army. 
What, therefore, could be of more advantage to the 
Government than to bave ready to muster into 
actual service a force that has been in- 
structed and drilled in strict accordance with 
the tactics and cnstoms of the United States Army? 
For this purpose what could or would be more effec- 
tive than lor the War Department anuually to de- 
tail an officer of the Regular Army, vot less in rank 
than captain, to each of the States for duty as as- 
sistant adjutant general? The benefit and advau- 
tage to the National Guard service, from such an 
officer, would be invaluable, and at the same time 
the uniformity of drill and custom with the regular 
service would make the National Guard troops the 
equals of regulars iu almost all desirable qualifica 
tions. Even if legislation for the purpose should 
be necessary, if the National Guard authorities of 
the several States were united, no difficulty would 
I opine, arise in regard to securing the same. Should 
these ideas meet your approval, | would be glad to 
bave a letter from you endorsing the same; and 
your co-operation in bringing about this, as to me 
ap , very desirable result, is earnestly so- 
ielted.” 

This is an excellent movement, and weshall watch 
with interest the result of General Kenney’s sensi- 


ble action.

A NAVAL MILITIA FOR NEW YORK. 


Mr. AARON VANDERBILT at the monthly meeting 
of the Board of Trade and Prasqportestion Wedopes- 
day submitted the draft of a bill providing for a 
naval militia for New York State. Mr. Vanderbilt 
explained that the bill had been drawn under the 
supervisicn of Secretary Whitney. and was ir full 
sympathy with the aims of the avy Department. 
Tt provides that an enrollment of person’ subject 
to military duty shall be made, and that there shall 
be separately enrolled, aud designated as the Naval 
Militia in such districts as the Commander-in-Chief 
may designate, all seafaring men of whatever call- 
ing or ovcupation, and all men engaged iv the navi- 
gation of the rivers, lakes, and other waters, all 
persons engaged in the construction and manage- 
ment of sbips and crafts, together with shipowners 
and their employees, yacht owners, members of 
yacht clubs, and all other associations for aquatic 
pursuits, and all ex-officers and former enlisted men 
of the Navy. 

The act provides also for the organization by vol- 
uptary enlistment of three battalions of naval re. 
serve artillery, each to consist of four batteries, and 
a torpedo vorps, to consiat of four companies, the 
companies to be subdivided into four crews each. 
Two men wich a practical knowledge of electricity 
and two with a knowledge of the management of 
steam machinery are to be attached to each torpedo 
crew. It is proposed that the organization of the 
paval militia shall conform generally to the provis- 
ions of the laws of the United States, and that the 
oyetom of discipline and exercise shall copform to 
that of the United States Navy. When not otber- 
wise provided for the government of the navul 
militia is to be controlled by the provisions of the 
Military Codeas now applied to the National Guard. 
When the National Government is ready to supply 
the material and ne her for naval) instruc- 
tions and drill, the veroor is authoriz°-d to make 
the necessary arrangements for carrying the pro- 
gramme into effect. The Governor is also author 
ized to apply to the President for the detail of com- 
missioned and petty officers of the Navy to act as 
— and instructors in the art of naval 
warfare.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


Every one who wisbes well to the militia will 
learn with regret that Brig.-Gen. Nathaniel Wales 
bas sent in his resignation, as commatder of the ist 
Brigade, Massachusetts Vol. Militia. Gen. Wales re- 
sponds in the fullest sense to the characterization of 
an ‘officerand aeentleman.” He had an excep- 
tionally fine record for war service, and has labored 
most conscientiously and earnestly to make the ex- 
perience acquired in the field available for the in- 
struction of those who must take up the burden of 
defence, after the generation to which he belongs 
bas passed away. assachusetts and the country 
can ill-afford to spare such men from the volunteer 
mihtary service, for they introduce into it the high- 
est ideals of publicduty. Gen. Wales entered the vol- 
unteer service in his 18th year as a private soldier, 
and passed through the grades of sergeant, Ist lieu- 
tenant and major, receiving the brevets of lieuteu- 
ant colonei and colonel for “conspicuous gallantry 
while in command of the 35th Maas. at the siege of 
Knoxville” undera murderous fire, Major Wales, 
who was field officer of the day, gallantly led a 
cbarge of 80 men of the 35th Massachusetts, then 
of Gen. Hartranft’s division, and secured a promin- 
ent position, which he held. This brilliant affair 

ined the youthful major the sobriquet of “ Wild 

at,” by which name he is known to-day among his 
comrades of the 36th. 

Speaking of his resignation the Boston Globe says: 
“Being one of the very few militia offivers who had 
commanded troops in the field, be sought toinstruct 
bis command in the duties of active service; be was 
bighly popular with bis command, as was evidence 
at the leave-taking witb the various organizations at 
the last encamp'nent of his brigade; a diligent stud 
ent and an indefatigible worker, the State loses the 
services of one whose beart was in his work; and he 
goes into retirement bearing the good wishes of a 
legion of triends. With the General’s resignation 
also went those of Lieut.-Col. Wm. M. (lin, Asst. 
Adjt.-Gen.; Lieut.-Col. George E. Pinkham, Medical 
Thrector, and Capt. Edw. P. Bouve, A. D.C. The 
other members of the brigade staff will remain to 
assist Col. —2 R. Bridges, Jr., 2d Iuf. M.V.M., 
until a brigadier-general is elected to fill the va- 
ceancy caused by Gen. Wales's resignation.”’ 


ALABAMA, 


Ow Dec. 10,a wob of some 3000 people made an 
attack on the county jail at Birmiogbam, Ala., for 
the purpose of lyoching a prisoner confined therein 
obarged with murder. The sheriff, after due warv- 
ing, gave the order to the prison guards to fire, and 
nine people were killed. including the postmaster 
of the town, and about 30 wounded. Fears of a gen- 
eral riot was imminent, and the State troops were 
called out to preserve order, and responded prompt- 
ly. ey were as follows: From Birmingham—the 
Birmingham Artillery, Rifles, Guards and Volun- 
teers; from Montgomery—the True Blues, Grays, 
Mounted Rifles and Artillery; from Greenville— 
Light Guards and Rifles; an Anoiston company snd 
Warrior Guards, from Tuskaloosa, iu all, about 400 
mep amply armed, with plenty of ammunition, di- 
rected by competent officers, and with two Gatling 
guns.

The turnout of communod was 
very small; it bad the appearance of asquad instead of a 
comp2oy, 18 men only in line. After company was 
formed it was drilled in the manual! of arms, which was not 
well done, because the men did not drill »getberand did not 
go through the proper motions. Tbe men should drill by 
numbers so as to act with uniformity. In marching in 
column of fours the men did not keep the proper distance. 
In Lay fours right and left about thev did not keep 
together. company went through the loading and firing, 
at the command load, the right guide went to the rear at 
that command when he should wait until the first command, 
fire by company, Perhaps it was as well to go when he did, 
as the officer did not give that command. In the loadings, 
the men do not seem to take any time to load properly, and 
some of them merely cocked their pieces. Loadivgs and fir- 
ings are the essen’ of the drill. After the firing was over 
the omicer should command posts before commencing a pew 
movement. The manual on the march was bad, some of the 
menu made no attempt to go —— the p' oper motions. 
The company was exercised in the skirmish drill. In the as- 
semble on the left skirmisher the men were told to do it on 
the ruo. The proper command would have been, double 
time, and the men should come to right shoulder arms. As 
it was, some men went on the run atacarry. In the skir- 
mishers advancing and retreating the ceatre skirmisher ele- 
vated his piece. He should earry bis piece the same as the 
others. In the rally by fours and company, when the men 
were rallied some of them fired to the rear; all men fire to 
the front. When the captain orders the company to be dis- 
missed the lst sergeant should saiute that officer. This com- 
pany bas % men on the roll yet it does not turn out 25 per 
cent. If this is to continue during the drill season there 
should be a weeding out of those who cannot give the time 
for drili; those men who only turn out when there is to be 
a parade are of no benefit to the regiment. The regiment 
bas now started a drill eebool under the command of Capt.

GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, STATE OF NEW YORK.

THE NEW GERMAN DRILL BOOK.* 
(Continued from page 278, Dee. 1.) 


Tux instructions for the platoon in extended order 
are prefaced by some ‘General Observations,’’ in 
which it is pointed out that it is not desirable in 
teaching extended order to pass at onee from in- 
dividual teaching to the instruction of the ee. 
This must be preceded by exercises In files and 
groups, in which each skirmisber first learns his 
power as apartof agreater whole. He must not 
only co-operate with the leader of bis group, but 
must, both at the halt and on the move, keep an 
eye on the men on bis right and left. A caution is 
given, that although an isolated skirmisher in the 
open country will easily find cover, and indeed 
ought to seek for it, this advantage is only available 
for a platoon, or larger bodies, under certain cir- 
cumstances of which it is the duty of the leaders to 
take proper advantage. 

“In po case must the general advance of the 
whole body be impeded by individuals seeking 
cover. On this ground alone, combined movements 
of linesin extended order form a most important 
elemeut of instruction.’ 

After it bas been observed that, as the difficulties 
of execution increase with the length and depth of 
the bodies of troop~, it is desirable to begin with 
short and shallow lines—the rules for the tormation 
of a line in extended order (Schutzenlinie) are given 
as follows: 

FORMATION OF A LINE IN EXTENDED ORDER. 


“An extended line must be formed, from any 
point of direction and from any formation, quickly, 
with greatest order and in pertect silence. ... [ 
a platoon, at the halt or in movement, is, either 
wholly or in part, to extend to the fronc, the word 
of command is ‘Extend’ (Schwarmen!). if the ad- 
vance is to be made in a direction oblique to the 
front, the — — is — out — * Move on 
the Windmill—Extend.’ e centre moves on 
(either straight forward or in the prescribed direc- 
tien), shortening the pace somewhat at first. The 
remainder turns half-right or half-left outwards, 
quickening the pace (the rear rank men moving wu 
to the right of their respective frout rank men 
until there is an interval of from one to two paces 
between each man. If a greater interval is to be 
taken, it is to be specially ordered by the eom- 
mander of the platoon.

‘ Battalion,’ ‘March at Ease,’ etc.. are not used. The

‘Half right (or * Half-left’)—March,’ and of changes 
in the direction of the march, points to move on 
ing given.

The 
length of the ground to be covered in each ‘rush ‘ is 
seldom more than 100 paces (about 87 yards.) 


FIRING IN EXTENDED ORDER. 


* A line in extended order only fires when it has 
taken up a position, or in movement only under 
exceptional circumstances. By constant practice 
each man must be taught, with due reg to the 
directions of his leaders, and the circumstances of 
his rigbt and left hand man, to take up the best 
sition for himself in the extended line, moving 
backwards and forwards from the general line 1s to 
be avoided. Even at drill the sights are to be ad- 
justed with the greatest accuracy to the distances or- 


“The commands must be as short as possible. They 
must first specify the direction, then the point to be 
aimed at,and the distance, and lastly the kind of 
fire. The point to be aimed at must be so specified 
so that there van be no misunderstanding, and the 
bodies of the enemy’s troops must be desvribed as 
they appear to the skirmisher—e, g., he must be told 
to aim at ‘the guns furthest to the right,’ and not at 
‘ the left flank of the battery.’ 

“ Commands are to be repeated by the group lead- 
ers who are at a distance from the commander. 

“The commands for a platoon in close formation, 
* Load—Ready,.’ or ‘ Halt—Load,’ are to be given to 
an extended line. Only when a volley is to be de- 
livered the word * Ready‘ follows the commands as 
to the point te be aimed at and the distance.
